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Best Kind of Promotion 

Garden State Park is reviving the name 
of the Jersey Derby for a race with $100.- 
000 added. at a distance of a mile and an 
eizhth. Arlington-Washington-Bal- 
moral entente is in the process of making 
plans for a series of “distance races” for 
claiming horses. 

These 2 items of information are separ- 
vte pieces in the monotone mosaic of 
American racing. The Jersey Derby is 
one of many races for 3-year-olds which 
can go 9 furlongs. The distance races for 
selling platers are a clumsy attempt to 
regain for the Chicago area some of the 
program variety deliberately rejected 
years ago when the management decided 
to limit its racing program to sprinters 
and milers. 

The heretical doctrine that 8 or 9 fur- 
longs is a proper distance for determining 
the best horses in each generation is 
pepularly supposed to have been dictated 
hy pari-mutuel wagering and its abhor- 
rence of small fields. There are more 
sprinters and milers than stayers. says 
the apologist; there are. indeed. enough 
sprinters and milers to fill 9 races a day: 
hence he concludes that it is unnecessary. 
unprofitable, and even financially danger- 
ous to offer races for stayers — unless 
they are selling platers. 

The fact of the matter is that the lack 
of distance races in North America is due 
to the inanition of race track manage- 
ment. In France and other countries, dis- 
tance racing thrives in the presence of 
mutuel betting. and the tote thrives on 
distance racing. The American track 
eyecutive is unimpressed by this. After 
scratching thoughtfully at the edge of his 
cup blinkers. he draws Counter-Argument 
No. CA3021 from the file labeled Stock 
Answers. Things are different in France. 
he says: over here we have to have racing 
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on a mass-production basis; distance races 
are not good betting races in this country. 
because the fields are too small. He has 
been repeating this tommyrot so long that 
he believes it. 

The average distance of 530. stakes 
races of 1959 open to 3-year-olds and to 
3-year-olds and upward was 8.22 furlongs: 
the average for 81 such races in Great 
Britain was 10.77 furlongs; for 106 im- 
portant races in France, 2.315 meters, 
or 11.5 furlongs. 

Of the 530 American stakes races out- 
side the 2-year-old division, 90.6 per cent 
were run at distances of 6 to 10 furlongs: 
of the 6.6 per cent at more than 114 
miles, more than half were grass-course 
races. In Great Britain, 46 per cent of the 
important races were at distances greater 
than 114 miles; in France, 61 per cent. 

Races at a mile and a half or more con- 
stitute 5 per cent of the American stakes 
program, 44 per cent of the prominent 
races in Great Britain, and 41.5 per cent 
in France. A few areas in the U. S. have 
a token amount of distance racing, that is, 
at 114 miles and upward. But in Chicago 
the longest added-money race is the Haw- 
thorne Gold Cup, at 114 miles. In the 
whole continent there was not a single 
stakes race for fillies and mares at a 
distance as long as 1144 miles in 1959. 

There are a dozen reasons why we 
should have distance racing. Most im- 
portant among them, from management’s 
point of view, is that distance racing 
makes for better crowds. more betting. 
more sustained interest in the develop- 
ment of each new crop of runners. Most 
important for the owner is that it would 
bring to light the now suppressed abili- 
ties of many horses; it would make some 
liabilities into assets. Most important for 
the breeder is that he would have greater 
latitude and more dependable guidance 
in the selection of breeding stock. 


There are a hundred reasons why we 
do not have distance racing, and none of 
them is good enough to justify either a 
new “Derby” at 114 miles or the assump- 
tion that only selling platers and a few 
high-class horses should be permitted to 
run more than 114 miles. 

The only way to have distance racing is 
to have it the year round, in many areas, 
and for all classes of horses— not as 
novelty, but as routine. At any track in 
the country, one or more  non-claiming 
overnight races at distances from 11 to 
16 furlongs could be substituted every 
day for as many 6-furlong claiming races, 
to the advantage of the public, the horse- 
men, the horses, the track, and the breed. 
Racing secretaries would find their task 
easier, since they could exclude horses on 
the basis of distance as well as on the 
basis of money. 

Prerequisite to such a program is a 
recognition, in an organization such as 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations, of 
the need for it. No one track. no one 
area, can move independently of other 
tracks and other areas. Hence the need 
for co-operative planning at the beginning. 
Once established, a program of racing 
over the full scale of distances would tend 
to maintain itself on a competitive basis, 
since added profit would accrue to the 
tracks with the best and most varied 
racing. No promotional gimmick can hold 
public interest as well as distance racing 
would. 

Establishing such a program would in- 
volve some risk-taking at the beginning. 
There’s the rub, of course. But in a busi- 
ness which involves constant risk for 
nearly everyone else concerned with it, 
is it not anomalous that race track execu- 
tives should be the ones most reluctant 
to take the risk of constructive action?

CALIFORNIA 
* Amerigo vs. King O'Turf 


Los ANGELEs. Still vivid in the memory 
of southern California racing fans is that 
epic struggle 10 years ago between “Noor 
and Citation in the San Juan Capistrano 
Handicap at Santa Anita Park. Few races 
have matched it. But one that will surely 
be remembered a long time took place on 
closing day at Arcadia when “Amerigo 
and King O’Turf hooked up in a thrilling 
renewal of the same race. 

At the end of the mile and about 6 fur- 
longs over the grass. *Amerigo was in 
front by a nose after a duel that left the 
crowd of 36.515 limp. The English-bred 
*Amerigo and the California-bred King 
O’Turf had raced head-and-head. stride- 
for-stride for nearly 5 furlongs. and their 
battle carried them to the wire 615 lengths 
in front of their nearest rival. *Aorangi. 
This was a 2-horse race. the other 15 
horses merely adding atmosphere to the 
spectacle. 

It was, by far. the greatest race of the 
55-day season. and the difference between 
victory and defeat was *Amerigo’s rider. 
William Hartack. who not only had never 
ridden the tricky hillside-to-infield grass 
course. but had never even seen all of it. 

Hartack, who flew from Florida for the 
mount on “Amerigo. did not walk the 
course the morning of the race. or ride 
over it on a pony, yet he seemed to know 
it like the back of his hand. He picked 
his spots perfectly. moved in and out at 
the precise moments. and turned in a 
masterful exhibition. 

“He’s a thinker.” trainer Harris Brown 
told) scribes after the San Juan. “He 
studies a race, every race in which he rides. 
| knew everyone else had given him a 
million words of advice on how to ride 
the turf course. so in the paddock | added 
nothing. | didn’t give him any instructions 
at all.” 

Breaking from the No. 1 post position 
in a field of 17 starters. “Amerigo and 
Hartack were caught on the rail all the 
way down the hill. Crossing the main track 
into the infield, Hartack saw a chance to 
get clear racing room, and steered 
*Amerigo to the middle of the track. 

From then on, “Amerigo moved boldly. 
In a striking position rounding the club 
house turn, he was running so powerfully 
that) Hartack sent him into command 
shortly after they hit the backstretch. 
Almost immediately he was joined by King 
O’Turf. and it was a battle to the wire. 
with *Amerigo rallying in the closing 


yards to snatch victory from an apparent 
defeat. 

The California-bred son of Salmagundi. 
running the biggest race of his life, match- 
ed stride for stride with the powerful 
*Amerigo. only to yield the advantage in 
the last 40 yards. After moving up on even 
terms with *Amerigo on the backstretch. 
King O’Turf shoved his head to the front 
as they swung into the far turn, and he 
was still there when they reached the top 
of the stretch, running with his head low. 
as Your Host used to do. The crowd. 
sensing an upset. let out a spontaneous 
roar. 

But *Amerigo. now hugging the rail and 
hanging on grimly under Hartack’s left- 
hand whipping. began inching up on his 
rival in mid-stretch. Forty yards from the 
wire. *Amerigo got his head to the front. 
but King O°’Turf came on again gamely. 
and he was gaining slowly at the wire. 
Time for the race was 2:47!5: the final 
quarter was run in :2515. 

*Amerigo. with a  122-pound  impost. 
spotted his rival 7 pounds. but even in 
defeat there was plenty of glory for King 
O’Turf. and it seemed that fans cheered 
him almost as much as they did “Amerigo. 

Mrs. Tilyou Christopher purchased 
*Amerigo in England 2 years ago for 
$26.000. “When my husband saw him, he 
said immediately. “This is the one for us. 
He had shown early speed in the English 
Derby. but we felt he wasn’t ready for the 
race. and so we were able to get him rea- 
sonably. This was the greatest race he 
has ever run.” she added. 

The next day *Amerigo departed for 
Florida. where he'll run in the Gulfstream 
Handicap. then return. along with his 
stablemates. for the Hollywood Park sea- 
son that opens early in May. He’s slated 
to fly to South America for an interna- 
tional stakes at Buenos Aires on May 29. 
then return to Inglewood for the Gold 
Cup and other rich stakes. 

It should be added that *Amerigo. 
normally a rogue. was on his good be- 
havior all during his stay at Santa Anita. 
He was saddled in the receiving barn. in- 
stead of in the paddock. and he acted 
like a perfect gentleman as a result. 

The San Juan Capistrano was a fitting 
climax to a most pleasant season at Santa 
Anita. Although the daily average attend- 
ance and pari-mutuel play were down from 
the 1958-59 level. the racing was charac- 
teristically good. The average attendance 
dropped 6 per cent. the handle by 3 per 
cent.

Miami. In the first race of the day at 
Gulfstream Park. Walt Blum broke out 
of the gate aboard Mistral. The field had 
gone about an eighth of a mile when 
Miss Middletown was caught in a speed 
jam. and her rider. Gene Monacelli, took 
up and out. Blum saw it coming. but Mis- 
tral clipped Miss Middletown’s heels and 
went down. 

Blum survived with a minor scrape on 
his right leg. 

“ve had a lot of spills.” Blum said the 
next day, “but I've been awful lucky. 
Haven't broken a bone yet.” He looked 
around for some wood to knock on, finally 
rapped on the underside of the bench he 
was sitting on. 

“He (Monacelli) took out right in front 
of me. and my horse ran right up on his 
damn heels. I was giving him all the 
room I could, but he came out so sharp 
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| didn’t make it. The horse went down like 
a rock.” 

Blum. leading rider at Gulfstream last 
vear. got off to a fast start by riding 4 
winners on the second day of the meeting 
this year. He was tied for the lead with 
Manuel Yeaza after 2 weeks of racing. He 
had a mediocre meeting at Hialeah Park. 

“It's pretty much the same horses . 

I couldn't find myself over there (Hia- 
leah). | seem to get started good at this 
track. It was just luck the other day when 
I got the 4. Have to wait and see what 
happens.” 

Harold “Fats” Wiseman. who has been 
Blum’s agent for the past 6 years, insists 
his rider is “as steady as they come.” 

“You throw out Shoemaker and Arcaro 
and Hartack and Yeaza, and Walter’s as 
good as any of them.” Fats said. “He rides 
his heart out—pumps. pumps. pumps.” 

Walter is indeed a pumper. He will 
take the lead any time he can get it. 

“It's just that I don’t stop ‘em from 
running if they want to run.” Blum ex- 
plained. “A lot of jocks come out of there 
and steady. If my horse comes out of 
there running, I let him go. If I make the 
lead. then I'll take a hold. A lot of boys 
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like to come from behind. I like to be on 
the front. 

“Some trainers won't believe you when 
you tell them his horse made the lead easy. 
I lost the mount on McPhee. | The trainer | 
told me to come off the pace. But he just 
went to the lead real easy so I let him 
run. McPhee led into the stretch, tired. 
and finished fourth. 


Blum has won more than his share of 
stakes. but only one was for $100,000 and 
that was something of a gift. Blum, on 
*Royal Beacon II, was awarded first place 
in the 1957 Atlantic City Handicap on 
the disqualification of Dedicate. 

“ll never forget that one.” Blum said. 
“Arearo (who rode Dedicate) and me were 
standing together. We were froze, staring 
at the board. I was so surprised when 
they took his number down I couldn’t be- 
lieve it. | was getting something for noth- 
ing. Dedicate hadn't bothered me in the 
race. He got the third horse and somebody 
else. 

“Eddie didn’t say anything. but he took 
it very nice. I told him. ‘Don’t feel bad 
you've won plenty of these. This is the 
first for me.’ 

“Eddie’s always been nice to me, got a 
lot of class. You've got to respect. him. 
He’s the greatest as far as all-in-all riding 
goes. He’s pretty old now, but nobody looks 
better on a horse. And he just doesn’t look 
good, he does it. 

“You've got to give it to Shoemaker as 
second-best. Horses really run for him.” 

Blum was born in Brooklyn. lived there 
the first 20 years of his life. He attended 
Tilden High School, and it was there that 
he became a close friend of a classmate 
named Tony Falco. Faleo, who worked 
for Hirsch Jacobs. got Blum interested in 
becoming a rider. 

“Before I met Tony a couple people told 
me I ought to become a rider. I just sluffed 
it off, didn’t give it a second thought. But 
when Tony suggested it. I listened. I 
really liked the guy. I guess I would have 
done anything he told me. 

“IT went out and saw Hirsch and he told 
me he didn’t need any help. Tony told me 
to go around the barns and ask for a job. 
So I did. I figured all there was to it 
was catching on with somebody, then you 
just get up on a horse and go out on the 
track. 

“Frankie Cundall took me on, and it 
wasn't like I thought. I took care of his 
pony. walked hots and cleaned out the 
pony’s stall. That was it. I didn’t care for 
it too much, 

“Every day I went over to Hirsch and 
asked for a job. Finally he put me on. 
May 4. 1951. Two years later I got my first 
mount; it was Ricey and she finished 
fifth. | won on my 14th mount, I'll re- 
member that day all my life. 

“July 29, Tuscania, and it paid $75.50 
at Jamaica. I rode 5 winners at Saratoga. 
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and everything’s been smooth as silk ever 
since. I’ve been real lucky. 

“I owe Hirsch everything. He made sure 
I did the right thing, and he pushed me 
when I needed a push. He took me to 
California, and I was tied for the leading 
bug rider with Harmatz. 

“[ had something like 125 winners in 6 
months when they put in that rule that 
cost me the bug. I had to get out of there. 
I was doing okay, but the same rule (no 
apprentice allowance after 100 winners) 
was coming in there. Then I went to 
ThistleDown for a couple of weeks. Then 
Fats called me and asked me to come to 
Monmouth. I could keep the bug there. 

“T had a lot of luck. Fats got me off 
good, and he’s kept me going ever since. 

“I'm grateful to be able to be a rider. 
I don’t know what I'd be doing for a living 
if | wasn’t riding. And the same thing goes 
for a lot of these guys,” gesturing at his 
fellow riders in the jockey’s room at Gulf- 
stream. 

“Sometimes, in the middle of a meeting 
when it gets real hot, I get a little bugged. 
You want to take 4 or 5 days off. If you 
do, you miss out with the trainers. Any- 
way, after you’re away a few days you 
miss it. It’s fun being in the limelight. 
And it’s a good living, if you know what 
to do with it.” 

Blum gets his share of booing, but it 
doesn’t bother him. 

“Boos? Man, are you kidding? I even 
get booed when I win. But the only time 
anybody ever threw anything at me was at 
Garden State 2 years ago, when I finished 
second at 1-5 on Venomous. It was a prep 
for the Colonial.

“They've got these big flower pots at 
Garden. They’re too big to pick up but 
this guy dipped in with both hands and 
pulled out all the dirt he could hold. 

“T didn’t see it coming, it hit me flush. 
And the trainer (Bill LaRue) too. The 
guy really flung it. Must have been really 
peeved. I guess.” 

Blum has ridden several top horses. He 
was up the day Jewel’s Reward broke his 
maiden. and he won the Sysonby with Jet 
Action. 

He thinks Wiseman is the best agent in 
the country. 

“He’s got to be the best to keep me

As a 2-year-old of 1958, Restless Wind won the 
National Stallion. Tremont, Prairie State

After head-and-head with *Ole  Fols 
through the backstretch, Restless Wind took com- 
mand and drew away in the stretch while drifting 
to the center of the track, winning by better than 
2 lengths. *Seaneen, on the inside, finished 1% 
lengths in front of Top Charger, which saved third

Mexico Criry. Affairs of the 26th annual 
convention of the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners concluded last 
week. Although the pattern of the conclave 
followed the general outline of previous 
conventions. this session provided some of 
the most provocative discussions since the 
founding of the NASRC in 1934. The 
stimulus (not to be confused with stim- 
ulation) was provided by 3 panel discus- 
sions. 

In view of the interest in the panel 
topics. they are given priority in this re- 
port. The usual NASRC business proceed- 
ed quickly. leaving time for nightly social 
activities arranged by the host commis- 
sion. the Comision Nacional de Carreras 
de Mexico. 

The provocative panel topics were par- 
ticularly educational for the many new 
state racing commissioners. At the start 
of the convention, Mrs. A. EF. Smith. 
NASRC secretary, reported that 35 new 
commissioners had been appointed in 1959, 
and that 5 more new ones had been ap- 
pointed to date in 1960. 

The panel discussions dealt with Buta- 
zolidin. “gimmicks.” and the capability 
of racing officials (The Blood-Horse of 
March 12. page 543). and these generated 
a lively exchange of opinion. Because of 
the controversy over Butazolidin, the pro- 
ceedings of this panel will be related first. 
although the one about officials actually 
was first on the program. 

Butazolidin is the trade name for phenyl- 
butazone. Chemically it is 3,5-dioxo-1.2, 
diphenyl-4-butyl pyrazolidine. It is manu- 
factured by Geigy Pharmaceuticals. of 
Ardsley. N. Y.. and is described by the 
manufacturer as a “non-hormonal. anti- 
arthritic. anti-inflammatory agent.” In 
human medicine it has been used as a 
relief from rheumatoid arthritis. Veter- 
inarians have used it on horses with sore 
joints tendons. 

When it is given to humans. the pa- 
tient is kept under close observation by 
the physican to guard against various un- 
desirable effects. such as fever. sore throat, 
skin reactions. and marked 
weight resulting from an 


increase in 
upset of the 
body's electrolytic balance. The physician 
is advised to withdraw the drug in the 
absence of a favorable response. and in 
favorable cases to reduce the dosage to a 
minimum as rapidly as possible. 
Veterinarians say that most of these 
side effects have not been observed among 
horses and that the horse seems to react 
somewhat differently from humans. though 
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the drug does relieve inflammation and 
among equines. Butazolidin 
should not be used on human patients with 
ulcers. and there seems to be reason for 
believing the drug can cause trouble for 
horses when bots have caused small stom- 
ach lesions comparable to ulcers. 


soreness 


Chemists say there are at least 2 other 
drugs on the market which are better for 
horses than Butazolidin, being less toxic 
and equally effective as pain relievers. But 
the Geigy people have done a_ superior 
job of promoting their product among vet- 
erinarians, so Butazolidin is getting the 
credit—and the blame. Chemists expect at 
Jeast 2 other drugs superior to Butazolidin 
to appear on the market within the next 3 
months. 

Butazolidin came to public notice last 
summer. when the Colorado Racing Com- 
mission authorized its use. To some, this 
amounted to heresy, because racing com- 
missions always had adamantly and indig- 
nantly refused to budge where drugs of 
any kind were involved. Most commissions 
forbade any kind of medication which 
“affected the racing condition of a horse” 
within 48 hours of a race. This interpreta- 
tion was broad enough to cause consider- 
able complaining by legitimate owners and 
trainers as well as by those who were 
always looking for the best of it. The 
Colorado action produced the first crack in 
the barrier that stood between horsemen 
and the use of drugs and medication. 

Perhaps because of the move in Col- 
orado, and perhaps because they did not 
know exactly what to think about Buta- 
zolidin. which was considered to be neither 
a stimulant nor a depressant, the other 
commissions took no open action for or 
against Butazolidin, though there was evi- 
dence that the product was being used 
on horses and that, if tested for, it would 
show up in saliva and urine analyses. On 
the other hand, even if it were detected in 
the laboratory, there was no sure means of 
knowing when it had been administered. In 
the absence of a research program on 
Butazolidin, no one seemed to know how 
long its effects lasted: some said it was 
effective only for about 22 hours. which 
would bring its use well within the 48- 
hour rule. but others said it was effective 
for as much as 72 hours. 

The question was forced to the atten- 
tion of the Florida State Racing Com- 
mission early in 1960 when Butazolidin 
was twice detected in the laboratory. Two 
trainers thus qualified for suspension 
under strict interpretation of the rules, but 
when other horsemen protested. the Florida

commission deferred action until Butazol- 
idin could be thrashed out at the NASRC 
convention. Hence the high interest in the 
panel discussion and in the NASRC re. 
action to it. 

The full-dress title of the Butazolidin 
panel: Consideration of requests that the 
48-hour medication rule be abolished or 
modified and that use of Butazolidin be 
legalized, 

Moderator was Thaddeus B. Bruno. 
chairman of the Oregon commission and 
chairman of the NASRC’s Committee on 
Illegal Practices. Other panelists were Dr. 
David W. Chrisman. of Delare Laboratory. 
Philadelphia, new president of the Asso- 
ciation of Official Racing Chemists: Dr. 
Jordan Woodcock. president of the Amer- 
ican Association of Equine Practitioners 
and supervisor of drug tests for the New 
York State Racing Commission: John 
Mantuso, chairman of the board of the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As- 
sociation; F. Richard Hite. Colorado 
Racing Commission: and Len Tracy. 
executive secretary of the National Asso- 
ciation of Thoroughbred Breeders. 

Dr. Woodcock. the first' speaker, was 
in the delicate role of representing equine 
practitioners. who generally favor using 
Butazolidin for relieving painful inflam- 
matory conditions, and also of being con- 
sidered a representative of the New York 
commission, which definitely opposes the 
use of drugs. He cited some of the ad- 
vances in human medicine and said that 
veterinary medicine also had progressed 
rapidly. Because so many persons were 
familiar with results to be obtained from 
certain new drugs in human medicine, the 
veterinarian was under constant pressure to 
use some of the same treatments on horses. 

Dr. Woodcock stated that the 48-hour 
rule was being violated daily and_ that 
racing commissions frequently took no 
punitive action against trainers. One of 
the dangers was in the use of medication 
without the advice or guidance of veter- 


inarians. The veterinarians in southern 
California, Florida. and New England 


were convinced that Butazolidin aided sore 
horses without violating or circumventing 
the spirit of anti-stimulation rules. Full 
racing fields were an asset to race tracks. 
and Butazolidin kept many horses active 
which otherwise would be unable to com- 
pete. There was an important need to test 
Butazolidin and other drugs which. in the 
opinion of veterinarians. were helpful to 
horses but were not in violation of the anti- 
stimulation rule. 


DR. CHRISMAN. Ideally. no

should need medication prior to a race. 
The chemists’ chief objection to relaxing 
the time limit for drug administration 
prior to a race is that there is no way of 
knowing the time when a drug was admin- 
istered. In principle. chemists are against 
any drug’s being administered prior to a 
race. Chemists would prefer a 72-hour rule, 
some horsemen want a 24-hour rule, so 
chemists are willing to compromise at 48 
hours. Butazolidin affects the racing con- 
dition of a horse: therefore. chemists are 
opposed to it. 


HITE. The 48-hour rule should be re- 
tained for the protection of the public, 
but the use of Butazolidin should be per- 
mitted. The use of the product came to 
the attention of the Colorado commission 
when the Colorado laboratory developed a 
test for it and found it in urine and saliva 
samples. Investigation showed that Buta- 
zolidin had certain valuable qualities which 
made it desirable to be given to horses, 
which are being subjected to harder train- 
ing and racing than formerly. The Col- 
orado commission was concerned over 
possible “hot-and-cold” performances of 
horses when use of Butazolidin was not 
controlled by authorities, so a directive 
was issued permitting the use of the medi- 
cation if its administration resulted in con- 
sistent performance. 

Permission was granted to use Butazol- 
idin on 187 horses which made a total of 
411 starts. Some of these horses started as 
many as 8 times. There were 54 winners 
from among the 187. Only 3 came in as 
longshots; all the others paid 10°to 1 or 
less, which to the commission indicated 
that no monkey business had been going 
on. 

The list of herses on Butazolidin was not 
made public. Anyone who claimed a horse 
had to take a chance of getting an animal 
which had- been running on the drug. No 
bleeding was noticed among the Butazol- 
idin group. nor any other undesirable 
effects. except on 4 horses, one of which 
was colicky. Horses with bots were ad- 
versely affected. 

Butazolidin was being used everywhere, 
so why not face it and control its use? 
Colorado is convinced that it does not hop 
a horse. Colorado wants to continue its 
present practice, but hopes for a uniform 
rule and might change its stand if other 
commissions do not agree. |When_ the 
committee voted against Colorado, 17 to 1. 
the Colorado delegation changed its vote. } 

MANFUSO. The HBPA at one time 
recommended the 48-hour rule. Now it is 
recommending that it be abolished. 

If you disapprove of Butazolidin. do 
you assume the obligation to provide facil- 
ities [race tracks] which do not cause 
horses to become sore? Are you willing to 
assume an economic obligation to compen- 
sate horsemen for the loss of the use of 
their horses?

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Butazolidin is being widely used. At 
one track where it was prohibited, sound 
horses immediately became scarce, inflated 
prices were placed on sound horses, and 
the track had trouble filling its races. It 
is being so widely used that recently 5 
winners on a 9-race card reportedly show- 
ed positive for Butazolidin. The commis- 
sion can promulgate rules outlawing any 
drug, and the HBPA agrees that they 
should have this authority, but tell us 
what drugs we can use as well as those we 
can't use. The types of proper medication 
can be specified by the chemists and the 
vets. 

TRACY. A study seems to show that 
horses of today are not being raced any 
harder than they were 25 vears ago. In 
1935 the average horse started 3.08 times. 
In 1958 they averaged 3.1 starts. Many 
different causes are being cited as the 
reason for our present-day breakdowns. 
The remains: what is proper 
medication and when should it be admin- 
istered ? 

MALCOLM LOWE. of West Virginia 
(from the floor). The Uniform Rules 
Committee. of which T am chairman. has 
taken no stand on Butazolidin. We think 
the 48-hour rule is the best. A horse need- 
ing medication within 48 hours of a race 
should not start.

HITE. The Centennial Park meeting ran 
for 50 days. but we did not permit the use 
of Butazolidin until the Ith day. so the 
plan was in effect about 36 days.

JOHN RING, Florida. | have concluded 
that all of our attention toward illegal 
practices may be overemphasis. Maybe we 
need a reappraisal as to what is illegal.

I am a physician and | have used Buta- 
zolidin on some of my patients. | have 
seen some very dramatic results from it. 
It improves circulation and relieves pain. 
when properly used. However, | now use 
a better drug called Decadron. 


INGLIS. Is there anything in medical 
literature about the side effects of Buta- 
zolidin ? 

DUNAWAY. You have to guard against 
salt retention. swelling. and anemia. to 
mention a couple. 

DR. HORACE N. DAVIS. I am now 
speaking as a veterinary practitioner and 
not as the representative of any organiza- 
tion. Mr. Ring pointed out the need for 
studying the underlying philosophy regard- 
ing legality and illegality. Butazolidin is 
now being used on horses. If not that 
drug. then another one will be tried. But 
we are only applying stop-gap measures. 
We must set up the machinery for testing 
drugs to determine their effects on horses 
at the race tracks. Humans are not race 
horses. and the medical reports on drugs 
relating to humans are not necessarily 
valid for horses. The NASRC has no means 
for determining the values and attributes 
of drugs. The commissions have means for 
detecting drugs. but cannot tell whether 
it is proper to use them. We need a means 
of testing drugs and we should develop a 
sound philosophy about medication. 

REX ELLSWORTH, California division, 
HBPA. What are we doing to our horses 
when we race them under the influence 
of such medication as Butazolidin? As a 
breeder. | dont want to use animals who 
need this assistance. | want to choose ani- 
mals who can perform well without help. 

DUNAWAY. Conditions which require 
the use of Butazolidin and similar prep- 
arations would not necessarily be passed 
on by heredity. We don’t know what causes 
arthritis and similar conditions. we 
know Butazolidin helps relieve the ,pain. 

ELLSWORTH. Should we use Butazol- 
idin and continue to race our horses, or 
should we use it and give the animal a 
period of rest? 

WOODCOCK. There is no heredity fac- 
tor in this type of arthritis. All the remarks 
made by Dr. Dunaway bear out my con- 
tention that you should depend upon your 
veterinarian for advice. This applies to all 
drugs. 

DR. M. B. TEIGLAND. Florida vet- 
erinarian. | want to ask Mr. Ellsworth a 
question: If Swaps had been injured just 
before an important race, and Butazolidin 
was recommended as a means of getting 
him up to the race, would you use it? 

ELLSWORTH. That depends on my 
faith in the veterinarian. and his assur- 
ance that Butazolidin would not injure the 
horse. 

TEIGLAND. [ have been in touch with 
all the veterinarians practicing at the Flor- 
ida tracks. They tell me that a total of 


16.000 doses of Butazolidin have been aa- 
ministered by them with no instance of 
damage to any horses. | know of a $15,000 
horse that was twice fired, without good 
results. Butazolidin then was administered. 
and the horse returned to winning form. 
He eventually was claimed for $12,000. 
and the original owner recaptured his in- 
vestment. What was wrong with that? The 
public was never abused. 

The 48-hour rule really doesn’t help 
very much. because a trainer never knows 
until 24 hours before a race whether a 
horse is going to run. By taking entries 48 
hours before a race. the trainer and_ the 
veterinarian would better know what to 
do for a horse. As for Decadron. which 
Dr. Dunaway mentioned, it is not effective 
with horses. As for Butazolidin and horses 
afflicted with bots. there can be a reac 
tion. but horses should be routinely treat- 
ed for bots and not be allowed to become 
infested with them.

The 
48-hour rule does not rule against medi- 
cation, Veterinary medicine is not exact 
enough for us to allow horsemen to medi- 
cate without knowing fully what they are 
doing. | think it is better to take the 
gamble of racing horses on food and water 
than to race on medication.

DR. Y. T. OESTER, Illinois chemist. I 
have used the figures cited by the Colo- 
rado commissioner and find that the Buta- 
zolidin horses provided 13 per cent win- 
ners. Is that good or bad? | Actually. it 
was 28 per cent.| I am concerned about 
hereditary factors as well as other implica- 
tions. Before 1935. when the use of nar- 
cotics on horses was fairly widespread. 
breeders were of the opinion that prospec- 
tive breeding stock was being injuriously 
affected. Maybe the same thing can hap- 
pen with Butazolidin. We do need a 
definite philosophy about medication. We 
also need co-ordinated research. 

DAVID SATZ JR.. New Jersey deputy 
attorney general. In defense of the com- 
missioners. | want to say a few 
Veterinarians have talked about Butazol- 
idin in relation to taking care of horses. | 
am concerned about the administration of 
drugs without supervision.

HITE. We keep a list of horses allowed 
to race on Butazolidin. Every time one of 
those horses starts in a race. the lab tests 
his urine and saliva for Butazolidin.  re- 
gardless of where he finishes. If it doesn't 
show up. we will take the same punitive 
action against the trainer as in a stimula- 
tion case. 

EMMET J. KELLY. New Hampshire. | 
had a pain in my shoulder and the doctor 
treated me with Butazolidin. It helped a 
lot. | have been connected with racing for 
about 30 years. as a state senator and as 
a racing commissioner. I think the 48-hour 
rule is all right. The trouble comes when 
it is not enforced.

BRUNO. Is there now a standard labor- 
atory test for Butazolidin which does not 
interfere with other tests? 

CHRISMAN. Yes. It can be detected 
by a special method which is outside the 
regular testing procedure. We hope to 
simplify the method. 

ELLSWORTH. We do not use Butazol- 
idin, and we seem to get as much out of 
our horses as anyone else does. I have a 
son who completed 3 years of pre-medicine 
and 4 years at vet school. and he hasn't 
yet suggested that I use Butazolidin. 

H. A. CHRISTENSEN, Colorado. I re- 
fer to Butazolidin as medication. All the 
vets and horsemen had it. Our laboratory 
can detect it without interfering with other 
tests. The system we used worked perfect- 
ly at our track. John Ring is right—let’s 
take a fresh look at medication. 

QUESTION FROM FLOOR. Is permis- 
sion to use Butazolidin automatically 
granted in Colorado, and how do you get 
a horse off the list? 

ANSWER. To get a horse on the list. 
you request permission from the state vet- 
erinarian. If you want to get off. you ask 
the state veterinarian for permission. He 
investigates, and if he thinks it is desirable 
to let a horse off. he grants permission, A 
few trainers did ask to get off. and per: 
mission was granted in most cases. 

MORRIS”) LEFF. Massachusetts. Our 
chemist says it would be impossible to 
detect other drugs if Butazolidin were used 
on a horse. 

HITE. It will not mask out a stimulant 
or a depressant. 

COLORADO CHEMIST. did not 
mask any drugs we used in tests. Our big 
worry was barbiturates, but we did get a 
barbiturate positive despite Butazolidin. 

McHUGH, Massachusetts chemist. Buta- 
zolidin is only one of many drugs we have 
to consider. An enormous amount of work 
is involved in separating Butazolidin from 
other drugs in saliva and urine tests. 

| have studied the racing laws of 27 
states. Only about 25 per cent of them 
define what a drug is. Most of them do not 
actually prohibit the use of drugs as such. 
About half of the states prohibit the use 
of anything which affects the speed of a 
horse. and the other half forbid the use 
of medication within 48 hours of a race. 
Some states seem to have conflicting pen- 
alties dealing with various rules infrac- 
tions. Some would suspend the trainer and 
some would impose other penalties for the 
same offense. In many cases stimulants and 
depressants are not defined. The worst 
rule I have ever heard of is the one advo- 
cated by Dr. Woodcock on behalf of the 
Association of Equine Practitioners. | He 
then proceeded to take the rule apart. ] 
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BRUNO. Are we in position to legalize 
Butazolidin and still give the public the 
necessary protection? 

CHRISMAN. There is an appalling list 
of side reactions which may appear when 
Butazolidin is administered to humans. 
The veterinarians here have indicated no 
side reactions with horses. The Association 
of Official Racing Chemists has had re- 
ports from veterinarians dealing with 173 
cases where Butazolidin was used. Five 
cases of side reactions were reported, in- 
cluding colic and nose bleed. One horse 
died. but there was no evidence that Buta- 
zolidin was the cause. 


On that note. the discussion was con- 
cluded.

AAEP POSITION 


The American Association of Equine 
Practitioners, through Dr. Jordan 
Woodcock, released the following state- 
ment on Butazolidin and the track vet- 
erinarians’ desire to co-operate in the 
formulation of operational policy. 


It is unfortunate that an important 
issue arose involving only one drug. In 
so far as the veterinary practitioner is 
concerned, has placed him in’ the 
position of seemingly expounding the 
virtues of Butazolidin. | again reiterate 
that this is untrue. Our action has been 
purely one of appealing for the right to 
pursue our chosen profession, the ad- 
ministration of therapy to ailing ani- 
mals. in an ethical manner. 

The idealistic view that only com- 
pletely sound horses be allowed to run 
is extremely commendable and is en- 
dorsed by the AAEP. However. the fact 
remains that. with the ever increasing 
numbers of tracks throughout the na- 
tion, the large purses for 2-year-olds. 
and racing around the calendar, it is 
necessary to treat these horses to the 
best of our ability in order that they 
will be sound enough for training and 
for competition. 

To this end we feel justified in recom- 
mending that. regardless of the rule in 
operation, a meeting of the stewards, 
official veterinarians. and practicing 
veterinarians should take place prior to 
the inauguration of each race meeting 
to discuss operational procedures. It is 
further recommended that subsequent 
meetings take place as problems arise 
during the race meeting. 

We also recommend a thorough pre- 
race examination and, even more im- 
portant, a uniformity saliva 
urine collection,

On the panel were Harry Hoffheimer. 
Ohio. moderator; George Grinnell, New 
Hampshire: Neil Curry, California: 
Charles J. Sheehan. New Jersey: and Al- 
fred Ciconne. Rhode Island. 

HOFFHEIMER. The question seems to 
boil down to this: to what extent should 
a commission go toward obtaining revenue 
for the state? If it is simply a question of 
getting as much revenue as possible. a 
commission should logically approve 9 
races or even 10. But if the duty of the 
commission is to protect the best interests 
of racing and to limit criticism of the 
sport. then it should take a stand against 
what it considers to be excessive. 

GRINNELL. This question goes to the 
heart of the duties of a racing commis- 
sion. In New Hampshire the law gives the 
commission quite a wide range. But we 
are not race track managers, and according 
to the law we are only to supervise racing. 
I disagree with Sam Perlman [who had 
stated that racing dates were constantly 
increasing} when he says the emphasis is 
racing days. In New 
Hampshire we have cut back 3 days on 
running

racing. Only yesterday. when we were 
trying to resolve the New England date 


conflicts) for 1960. the New Hampshire 
commission recommended a decrease of 24 
racing days in the area. 

As for pick-6 and similar forms of bet- 
ting. our law does not specify any exact 
method of pari-mutuel betting. We have no 
mandate to confine betting to win. place, 
and show only. We asked the New Hamp- 
shire attorney general if various 
other forms of betting are legal. and he 
said ves. We investigated. and determined 
that the only difference

were involved. We realize that when large 
pools and large pay-offs are connected 
with some of these plans. there is more 
chance for scandal.

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You see, Alexei, there was no real incentive at Laurel. 


SHEEHAN. The pick-6 and other such 
proposals have not arisen in New Jersey. 
We think these are management problems. 
in any case. We found that the tracks had 
difficulty in filling 9 races, when it was 
tried in New Jersey. so we have gone back 
to 8 races. 

CICCONE. Rhode Island has not had 
the pick-6, but Lincoln Downs is consider- 
ing it. and the commission will think about 
it in due time. We have no objection to 
appreciation days if the track wants to 
have one and it would bring in more rev- 
enue. We think 8 races on week-days will 
bring in as much revenue as 9. 

Regarding night racing. TRA tracks are 
not permitted to have it. It brings many 
special problems. such as policing, lights. 
traffic congestion, and so on. We have had 
no applications for night racing. If we 
did. special legislation would be necessary 
hefore we could approve. it. 

CURRY. Under California law, all such 
applications would have to be approved by 
the racing board. Racing has its prob- 
lems. of course, but in general it is in an 
enviable position. 

The recent attempt by Sol Silberman to 
get night racing at Tropical Park can be 
interpreted as an indication of things to 
come. In California night racing is pro- 
hibited by law, and the racing board is 
opposed to it at present. Nor does the 
hoard condone other gimmicks used by 
tracks to stimulate attendance and betting. 
The cure for a fall-off in race track at- 
tendance is not a version of bank night. 
Tracks should find out what other meas- 
ures should be taken to stimulate attend- 
ance. It is especially important to find out 
why people do not like racing. as well as 
to find out why they do like it. Gimmicks 
do not reflect healthful management. and 
the California board does not intend to 
permit over-commercialization. In  consid- 
ering the duties and responsibilities of 
racing commissioners, it seems that; among 
other things. they are expected to be para- 
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gons of virtue, economic wizards, and 
scientists. They also should be fond of 
dogs and horses. neither of which can vote 
for the man who appointed you to the 
commission. 

MALCOLM LOWE, West Virginia. Did 
New Hampshire notice an appreciable dif- 
ference in the handle at harness tracks 
after the pick-6 was introduced ? 

GRINNELL. Harness racing was new at 
the time—it was only in its second year— 
and it was difficult to draw a conclusion, 
The weather? Well, it rained all the time 
both years. Business grew during the sec- 
ond year, but it was not possible to de- 
termine what effect the pick-6 had. 

I agree with Mr. Curry in some respects. 
but as long as the law authorizes betting, 
| fail to see any difference between the 
various types of betting as long as the 
public is protected. 

QUESTION FROM FLOOR. to Curry. 
Baseball and football use various promo- 
tional gimmicks, such as all-star games, 
appreciation days. etc. Why do you dis- 
criminate against racing? 

CURRY. Racing is a licensed privilege. 
A recent survey showed that about 25 per 
cent of the population of California would 
like to do away with racing. Over-commer- 
cialization could lead to even greater senti- 
ment against it. 

PERLMAN. There seems to be a gen- 
eral idea that night racing is a great thing 
because the Yonkers and Roosevelt Race- 
ways in New York have greatly prospered. 
But this is not necessarily true in other 
areas. Night harness racing in Chicago 
and Detroit has not been similarly pros- 
perous. One reason that night racing has 
succeeded so well at Yonkers and Roose- 
velt is that the New York flat tracks stood 
still for many years. whereas the night 
harness tracks offered very attractive ac- 
commodations to the public. And they 
were located near residential areas which 
gave them great drawing power. Sol Sil- 
berman might be wrong about how well 


night racing at Tropical Park would suc- 
ceed. Night racing should be tried only in 
areas where daytime racing does not pros- 
per. Shenandoah Downs. with its night 
racing, has not succeeded as well as the 
Charles Town track has in the same area 
with daytime racing. The pick-6 tends to 
overshadow racing as a sport. 

JAMES EDWARDS (owner of Fair- 
mount Park in Illinois and a stockholder 
in Waterford Park in West Virginia). 
Fairmount Park and Cahokia Downs, in 
southern Illinois, could not exist without 
night racing. Daytime racing in that area 
in the 1940’s was a fiasco. Since night 
racing was introduced, Fairmount has been 
a successful track, so successful, in fact, 
that another group built Cahokia in the 
same neighborhood. We offer entertain- 
ment to a segment of the public that could 
not attend daytime races. Night racing will 
definitely expand in the future. I am per- 
sonally opposed to night racing under 
ordinary conditions, but it must be em- 
ployed under certain circumstances. In 
time you will see the TRA altering its 
stand against night racing. At the first 
sign of economic distress in this country. 
you will find many TRA tracks asking for 
night racing. 

Waterford has a daily betting average of 
about $275.000 and Fairmount has a daily 
average of about $230,000. These are mar- 
ginal operations. really. I don’t want to 
see night racing at Waterford, but if the 
mutuel handle was to drop 10 to 15 per 
cent, we would have to ask the West Vir- 
ginia commission to let us race at night. { 
think it would be ridiculous for such fine 
tracks as Hialeah and Aqueduct and sim- 
ilar tracks to ask for night racing at pres- 
ent. but the time might come when they 
will have to have it. We should not close 
our minds to the potential, and perhaps 
the necessity for night racing. 

As for gimmicks such as the pick-6. a 
lot of those things originated at Caliente. 
It is worth noting that about 85 per cent 
of the Caliente patronage comes from the 
Los Angeles area, where the tracks are not 
permitted to use gimmicks. Caliente at- 
tendance is up this year, Santa Anita’s 
is down. 

GRINNELL. In New Hampshire the 
racing revenue is vitally important to the 
state. The governor is always asking me 
how we are getting along. We need that 
money. so we are willing to go along with 
track management on promotional schemes 
which are properly supervised. Any track 
owner who thinks he is a sportsman has 
got to be well heeled. 

EDWARDS. At Waterford Park we held 
an Eddie Arcaro Day. As a general thing, 
we were lucky if Waterford even got men- 
tioned on the sports pages in the Pitts- 
burgh papers. On Eddie Arcaro Day we 
made Page 1. Normally we had a 3.500

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weather. On the Thursday of Eddie Arcaro 
Day, it rained all day long and still we 
had 10.500 people at the track. If the 
weather had been good, we probably could 
not have accommodated the crowd. We 
gave the public a chance to see “the 
Master” ride. I don’t think this is a gim- 
mick. I think it is just good public re- 
lations. Better facilities and better racing 
are the basic factors for growth. but gim- 
micks can help. 

GRINNELL. A $2 bet is a $2 bet. The 
dignified boys are afraid that the legisla- 
ture will find out about betting and out- 
law it. 

JOHN R. RING. The Florida commis- 
sion had valid reasons for turning down 
the Silberman request for night racing at 
Tropical Park. First of all. the tracks are 
prospering and there seems to be no eco- 
nomic reason for having night horse 
racing. In Florida we also have dog racing 
and jai-alai at night. on which pari-mutuel 
betting is permitted. We did not think we 
ought to place Tropical Park in compe- 
tition with them. Further. in the Miami 
area there are other places which offer 
night entertainment, such as hotels. night 
clubs. ete. They would be adversely af- 
fected by night racing. Altogether. we did 
not think night racing at Tropical would 
be in the best interest of the entire picture. 


End of discussion. It seemed that each 
commission would continue to go its sep- 
arate way. handling local situations ac- 
cording to its best judgment. Over the 
long run. the question of what was good 
for racing would run second to what was 
good for revenue. in most states. 


For discussion: Proposals for improving 
the quality of officiating and strengthen- 
ing public confidence and horsemen’s con- 
fidence in the decisions of racing officials.

DAINGERFIELD. I read not long ago 
that a certain Midwestern commission had 
refused to allow communication lines to be 
installed between the patrol judges. the 
starter. and the stewards unless the com- 
mission monitored the conversations. From 
what I have heard about one track in that 
state. I think the commission had _ better 
monitor the telephone conversations of 
the track owners. 

I feel that the quality of officiating can 
be improved in 2 ways: stop appointing 
officials on a political basis. while being 
more careful about scrutinizing the names 
of officials proposed by the tracks. and 
help attract qualified men and keep the 
qualified men who already are working as 
officials. For another thing. the salaries

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paid to officials are not always commen- 
surate with their responsibilities. In 1958, 
for example. only about 7 men had year- 
round employment as officials. Many of 
the minor officials have to find off-season 
employment. 

Adequate working facilities for officials 
are needed at many tracks. At some tracks 
ee the accommodations are a disgrace. 
When the employment of an official is 
to be terminated. he should be given ade- 
quate notice and not be cut off summarily. 
Officials who are being dismissed should 
have a right to a hearing. if they request 
one. 

A new Kentucky rule states that there 
shall be no appeal from the stewards’ de- 
cision in case of a disqualification. Enter- 
taining protests about disqualifications 
shows a lack of confidence in the officials. 
It is all right to allow an appeal on a 
matter of rule interpretation. but there 
should be no appeal from a decision based 
on facts. 

THOMPSON. It is ridiculous to ask 
jockeys to have confidence in some offi- 
cials. But if a track has stewards of ability 
and integrity. confidence will be forth- 
coming. A code should be drafted to 
specify the qualifications needed in an 
official. There is plenty of good material 
available. but no opportunity for employ- 
ment. Give us better stewards. and we will 
have more confidence in them. 


RAINEY. In the last 25 years the film 
patrol, the photo finish. and drug tests 
have done much for racing. Stricter horse 
identification, pre-race examinations for 
soundness, and the investigation of license 
applicants also have aided. About 75 offi- 
fials from the United States and elsewhere 
have attended The Jockey Club School for 
Officials. 

The Jockey Club favors the Alfred Van- 
derbilt proposal of a few years ago, that 
an independent group be formed to assign 
officials to race meetings. This would con- 
tribute to the independence of officials 
from track management and would benefit 
racing. Another reason for having such a 
plan is that officials could gain benefits 
now lacking under present conditions, such 
as pensions, group insurance, and other 
fringe benefits. The Jockey Club could 
arrange for all this. Stewards must have 
security, or eventually they must organ- 
ize, and any such organization would be- 
come a union begause of necessity. 

MANFUSO. The HBPA has recommend- 
ed that backstretch employees should not 
be used as assistant starters. patrol judges. 
etc. A dual capacity leads to the question 
of competence. A starter should meet the 
horsemen to discuss mutual problems. such 
as tonging and tailing in the starting gate. 
It has become necessary to pass rules pro- 
hibiting the staking of starting-gate em- 
ployees. 


There has been a lack of communication 
between the horsemen and racing secre- 
taries. For years, horsemen were merely 
tolerated by some secretaries. Some im- 
provement has been made during the last 
few years. Today, in some areas, secretaries 
are requesting horsemen to suggest the 
type of races to be programmed, but horse- 
men still feel that secretaries do not 
always use to best advantage the horses at 
the track. 

Stewards are under economic pressure, 
because of job insecurity. Thus some of 
them are more interested in keeping their 
jobs than they are in the good of racing. 
More careful consideration should be given 
to the ability and temperament of pros- 
pective stewards. The candidates should 
have reasoning power and a judicial tem- 
perament. Some stewards feel that the 
only qualification needed is to be tough 
on horsemen. 

Do racing commissioners fully appre- 
ciate the contributions made to racing by 
the horsemen, and especially by the horse 
owner? The revenue from betting does 
come from the public, but this would not 
be possible if it were not for the invest- 
ments made by horse owners. The invest- 
ment of $35 million in Aqueduct was 
widely hailed, but each year horsemen in- 
vest perhaps $90 million in highly perish- 
able merchandise. plus an additional huge 
sum for training expenses.

Cold Turkey — Private Contract 
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Applicants for owner licenses should 
submit evidence of financial stability, of 
their ability to pay their bills. Presently 
licensed owners should be exempt from 
this. except where they already have been 
in financial hot water. 

Horsemen feel that the present method 
of having racing supervised by state racing 
commissions is the most satisfactory means 
of regulation. 

WALTER DONOVAN. I feel that I 
must challenge Bert Thompson’s statement 
that it is ridiculous to expect jockeys to 
have confidence in racing officials. It may 
be that unethical officials exist. but have 
they been reported to the racing commis- 
sions? This is a vital matter. I feel that 
racing is one of the best regulated sports. 
and that we have had some reasonably 
good administration. 

THOMPSON. I thought IT had made it 
clear that we have some good officials but 
we also have some weak ones. I am not a 
policeman, to go to the racing commissions 
with complaints about officials. All we 
want is some careful screening when offi- 
cials are being appointed. 

PERLMAN. What is Daingerfield’s re- 
action to the suggestion that The Jockey 
Club supply officials? 

DAINGERFIELD. SNARO admires 
The Jockey Club and thinks its school has 
done some good. Our objection is that 
some people have the impression that the 


school turns out qualified officials within 
a short time. Cassidy and Rainey have not 
given this impression, but others have. 
SNARO has never gone on record as op- 
posing a pool of officials, but has merely 
inquired about the mechanics of it. 

PERLMAN. Can SNARO and The 
Jockey Club co-ordinate their efforts? 

DAINGERFIELD. It is possible. It will 
take some doing. but it is not impossible. 

RAINEY. It could be done. It would 
take some working out. We have assigned 
officials on a small scale, and it has 
worked. We give a track a choice from 
among 3 names for each position. The pen- 
sion plan is important for a career man. 
We have worked out a plan for New York. 
and it could be broadened. 

BRUNO. | want to bring up the matter 
of loose and irresponsible statements about 
officials by some horsemen. A_ licensee 
should not make unsubstantiated state- 
ments about officials. We had an owner in 
Washington who said the patrol judges 
were blind and that one of the older 
jockeys ran the jocks’ room. We have the 
power of subpoena in Washington, so we 
called in all the parties and took some 
sworn statements. The owner backed off 
when this happened. but he had already 
done a lot of damage. 

DAINGERFIELD. Mr. Bruno is 100 per 
cent right. Loose talk should be run down. 
Commissions can affirm confidence in the 
officials by investigating such situations. 


THOMPSON. There is no group in 
racing more criticized than the riders. A 
few years ago it was not uncommon for a 
trainer or an owner to upbraid a rider 
before the boy could even dismount from 
his horse after a race, right in front of 
the public. 

MANFUSO. There is a lot of it going 
on. But there should be some way for a 
horseman to be able to air his complaints. 
The attitude should not be taken that an 
official can never be wrong. There should 
be some way that complaints could be 
sifted out without fear of retaliation on 
the horseman. I don’t think officiating is 
as complete and thorough as it should be. 
Criticism should not be restricted. Short- 
comings should be investigated. 

DAINGERFIELD. Where is it that 
horsemen are afraid to complain? I’ve 
never been at one of those tracks. 

MANFUSO. There is fear of retaliation. 
They are faced with the threat of not 
getting any stalls. Rumors are started 
about them. They are singled out as 
troublemakers. 

DAINGERFIELD. The day of the mar- 
tinet has passed, but there are no “good” 
lenient stewards. If I can suspend or fine 
a man, | will do it, and I will bawl a man 
out only if I can’t do anything else. 

BRUNO. I didn’t mean that we never 
want to hear any complaints, but [ don’t 
want groundless accusations.

The New York State Racing Com- 
mission on Wednesday. March 10. re- 
leased a directive reminding horsemen 
that the use of Butazolidin was pro- 
hibited at tracks under its jurisdiction.

New Jersey and 
Kentucky declared that they would not 


go along with the 48-hour rule. but they. 


along with New York, are the minority. 
Commissioner Richard Hite. of Colorado. 
said that Colorado probably would go 
along with the other states and not per- 
mit the use of Butazolidin, etc. Anticipat- 
ing that some horsemen might become 
mutinous when they learned of the 
NASRC’s anti-Butazolidin action, commis- 
sioner Grinnell. of New Hampshire. sug- 
gested that the commissions. after they 
return home. get in touch with the horse- 
men and explain the medication rule and 
the reasons behind it. Otherwise. “a dif- 
ficult situation may result.” 

Morris H. Lerr. Massachusetts. Fi- 
nance Committee. NASRC income ($23.- 
557.44 in 1959) and expenditures are 
too close for comfort. As one means of 
increasing revenue, all tracks should be 
urged to subscribe to NASRC_ bulletins. 

Hirt, Colorado, Uniform Rules Com- 
mittee. Various groups in racing (ATBA, 
ATAO, SNARO, Jockey Club. HBPA. 
NATB, ete.) should appoint representa- 
lives to jointly study and review the 
over-all racing picture as it relates to 
the conditioning and medication of Thor- 
oughbreds, to define legal and_ illegal 


medication, and to report its findings to 
the Uniform Rules Committee at a meet- 
ing to be held next fall. 

Water Donovan. past president of 
NASRC. In review of progress made by 
Recing Chemistry Research Foundation 
since 1958: (1) Apomorphine research 
program is highly successful, (2) work 
on adrenaline is in progress. and (3) work 
on steroid hormones is in progress. The 
Foundation has about run out of money. 
and will need some financial help  (ini- 
tial appropriation. $47,925). 

Perhaps there has been an over-em- 
phasis on the stimulation problem. at least 
so far as publicity is concerned. The 
problem really is under control, and the 
principal requirements right now are to 
keep abreast of drug and medication de- 
velopments so commissions will have 
ample deterrent power and knowledge to 
keep things in line. 

GrorGE Maynarp, Vancouver, Associa- 
tion of Official Racing Chemists. A dozen 
or more years ago the chemists had only 
about 6 principal drugs to worry about: 
morphine, cocaine, heroin, caffeine, co- 
dein, strychnine. Nowadays these are of 
little importance, partly because of crim- 
inal laws governing the use of some of 
them, partly because they are easily de- 
tected. But there are now 350 other 
drugs of “possible interest,” including 30 
which appeared on the market last year. 


Some of the newer developments are pow- 
erful stimulants which are not habit-form- 
ing. as are narcotics. The real problems 
at present are anti-histamines. of which 
there are 32 on the chemists’ list. and 
tranquilizers. Vitamins are falling out of 
favor with horsemen. 


Saliva remains a satisfactory agent for 
chemical analysis, but urine is much bet- 
ier. Blood samples are not satisfactory. 
In 1°59 a total of 62.961 saliva and urine 
samples were analyzed from flat’ racing 
tracks. Forty-four positives were found. 
for .070 per cent. For all racing. ineclud- 
ing dog. harness. hunts. flat. 109.040 sam- 
ples were tested. with 75 positives. .069 
per cent. 

An Institute for Racing Chemistry Re- 
search, possibly to be named for the late 
Charles E. Morgan, dean of American rac- 
ing chemists, was suggested. This labora- 
tory would not test routine samples but 
would concentrate on research problems. 

QUESTION FROM THE FLoor: Has any 
progress been made toward developing a 
pre-race test? 

Answer. No. because it) is virtually 
impossible to thoroughly test a sample in 
less than a day, and that isn’t fast enough 
for pre-race purposes. 

Net outcome of the convention: few 


problems were solved, but many were 
taced, and none was swept under the rug.

AUSTRALIA 


Todman and Power Duke 


SYDNEY. Since his return to racing our 
top sprinter Todman (Star Kingdom— 
Oceana) has had 3 runs for as many 
victories. Latest triumph was the 
weight-for-age Futurity Stakes, 7 furlongs 
at Caulfield, in which he defeated speed- 
ster Gay Port, favorite for the Newmarket 
Handicap, and Victoria’s idol Lord (Tar- 
gui—Broadway). 

At his previous start Lord had com- 
fortably beaten Todman’s brother No- 
holme in the St. George Stakes, 9 fur- 
longs. in what was hailed as one of the 
greatest match races in years, and after 
that fine win the crowd cheered Lord for 
at least 10 minutes. 

The Futurity carries prize money of 
£4,500 and a cup worth £250. Todman’s 
owner, Stanley Wootton, was at Caulfield, 
having made the 12,000-mile journey from 
England to watch his star in action. 


For the first few furlongs, Todman, 
following Gay Port, seemed to be canter- 
ing. Sellwood took his foot off the brakes 
half a mile from home, and Todman ran 
from there to the winning post in a tick 
over 46 seconds to establish a time record 
of 1:23.8 for the race, thus breaking 
*Ajax’s mark. 

Although their idol was eclipsed, the 
Melbourne crowd cheered the winner all 
the way back to the enclosure and_ re- 
newed their approbation when owner 
Wootton was accepting the gold cup. 

Todman was breathing heavily for some 
time after returning to scale, suggesting 
that he is not yet at his top. Race-goers 
have been asking whether the world has 
a faster horse than Todman. Todman has 
had 12 starts for 10 wins and has earned 
£20,805. 

Another time record was broken when 
South Australian Power Duke, a 5-year- 
old gelding by Duke John—Conservator 
mare, covered the 514 furlongs of the 
Oakleigh Plate in 1:0315. He won by a 
length and a quarter from Gay Port, with 
Anonyme a head away third. 


Power Duke hails from Kangaroo 
Island, off the South Australian mainland. 
There is only one stallion there, the 27- 
year-old English horse Duke John. The 
dam never had a registered name. Ade- 
luide jockey D. Kelly, returning from a 
visit to Kangaroo Island, told Adelaide 
trainer L. J. Patterson there was a 
“brumby” (wild horse) on the island 
who could gallop. Patterson took the 
hint and won 8 successive races with 
Power Duke.
